Has not the party 
received such a staggering and deadly 
homethrust in the late election, that 
it has now plenty to do to look after 
its own health and life? Verily it is

In 1862 the Congress of the United 
States passed a proscriptive law against 
the Latter-day Saints. Has that law 


d specially injured any of them? Not 


to any great extent. Has the nation 
made anything by that law? What 
has been the condition of the nation 
since, and what is the condition of the 
nation now ? 

Let us look into this matter a little, 
and see whether the nation has pros- 
pered greatly since the law of 1862 
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was enacted. The amount of the con- 
gressional appropriations for 1860-61 
was seventy-nine millions of dollars ; 
that for 1861-62 was nearly seventy- 
five millions of dollars. From that 
time forth the public expenditures, 
and with them the taxation of the peo- 
ple, have increased wonderfully. But 


no authority appeared to foresee the 


enormous demands that were soon to 
be made on the Treasury, and no pro- 
visions whatever were contemplated to 
meet them.” The appropriations for 
1862 proved far from sufficient, and 
the government was obliged to resort 
to loans, one after another, until the 
total was something stupendous, and 
much of it effected at very bigh rates 
of interest. So unused were the peo- 
ple to government loans of a serious 
character, that when $5,000,000 of 
Treasury notes, payable in a year, 
were offered for public competition, 
$500,000 only was taken, at 12 per 
cent. Bids were put in at 24 to 36 
per cent. Subsequently some bankers 
took. a million and a half at 12 per 
cent. with certain favoring stipulations. 
Afterward $5,000,000 was taken at an 
average of 11 and a fraction per cent. 
A loan of 25jmillions of 10 20's at six 

cent. was sold below par, say at 
from 85 to 93, the average discount on 
seven millions of it being over four- 
teen and a half percent. These were 
the beginnings of the gigantic debt 
which soon hung over the finances of 
the Union like a funeral pall, and 
which at one time brought down the 
legal tender of the country te little 
more than one-third the value of gold. 

The annual expenditures of the 
Federal government from the begin- 
ning until 1861, ranged from seven te 
eighty-four millions and a half, these 
last figures being for 1861, and the 
largest in the history of the Union to 
that time, the preceding year having 
been seventy-seven millions. 

The total expenditures of the Fede- 
ral governmeut from March 4, 1798, to 
June 30, 1861, a period of seventy- 
two years, or nearly tliree quarters of 
a century, was a little over two and a 
quarter billion dollars. In 1836, 
twenty-eight millions surplus income 
was distributed among the various 
States. The entire income for the 
year was fifty millions. The year pre- 
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ceding the income was nearly thirty- 
five and a half millions, and the ex- 
penditure seventeen and a half millions. 

On April 1, 1865, between two and 
three years after the e of the 
polygamy bill of 1862, the public debt 
of the United States amounted to 
three thousand million dollars, less 
between two and three hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and the expenditure for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1865, 
amounted to more than a million and 
a quarter. That was the culmination 
of the public debt and annual public 
expenditure, The preceding year was 
865 millions expenditure. The next 
year the public expenditure came 
down to 520 millions, then 346 millions 
in 1867, and 377 millions in 1868, and 
nearly as much in 1869. Now 300 
million, or a little more, is considered 
not out of the way, being four times 
as much as before the civil war. 

The highest income of the Federal 
government was 561 millions in 1866. 
Now between 300 and 400 millions is 
actually collected into the Federal 
exchequer, from this nation of forty 
‘millions of people, and the public debt 

upon their shoulders remains about 
two thousand millions of dollars. 

With such a record before the peo- 
ple, it did not seem the wisest thing in 
the world for Congress in 1874 to 
enact another proscriptive law against 
the Latter-day Saints. But Congress 
has not reaped much gain from it, for 
the very House which passed the 
original bill, in all its hideous enor- 
mity, has been signally rejected by 
the people at the polls, and the splen- 
did overwhelming majority of the 
party which passed that bill, before it 
was shorn by the Senate, has gained a 
minority almost as great as its former 
majority. If merck legislation 
against the Mormons” is going to 
cost like this, what party, what nation, 
what people can stand before it? The 
Democrats sent Buchanan’s expedition 
to Utah and their sceptre soon de- 
parted. The Republicans enacted the | 
proscriptive law of 1862, and they put 
upon the nation its stupendous public 
debt, and the stupendoas public ex- 
penditure. The Republicans passed 
the Poland bill of 1874, and the 
sceptre is fast slipping out of their 


hands. The hand-writing is upon 
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the — Mene, mene, Tekel, Uphar- 
sin !” 


The Republican party, now passing 
out of power, now passing away, will 
have the credit of having enacted two 
laws proscribing peuple for their re- 
ligion’s sake, the first time such a law 
was passed by Congress in the history 
of the Union ; will have the credit also 
of having, one year, increased the pub- 
lic expenditure to fourteen times its 
amount when they went into power,

annual expenditure of quadruple the 


annual amount when they took office, 
and to have imposed the consequently 


quadrupled taxation upon the people 


who pay ; and they will also have the 
credit, when they go out of office, of 
leaving the country generally, not- 
withstanding its magnificent resources, 
in a far worse condition, morally and 
materially, than that in which they 
found it.—Deseret News.

On the east of the Rocky Mountains 
there is an Indian population of 188,415 
souls, of which 17,973 belong to Ne- 
braska and Dakota. The Indians of 
these two Territories are subdivided | 
into the following tribes : | 

Winnebagoes 1,512, Omahas 1,002, 
Otoes and Missourias 417, Pawnees 
2,831, Santee Sioux 1.394, Sacs and 
Foxes of Missouri 82, Iowas 246 
Brules and Ogallala Sioux 7,885, 
1 1,800, Arrapahoes 750. 

The Brules and Ogallala Sioux and 
the Cheyennes and Arrapahoes are 
hostile tribes. They inhabit the 
northern part of Nebraska, from the 
Missouri River east to the Powder 
River on the western slope.

TURNING POINTS IN PHYSICAL LIFE. 


From 25 to 35 is the true time for 
all the enjoyment of a man’s best 

wers, when physical vigor is ever at 
its highest. During the last half of 
this decade a man should be assiduous 
to construct a system of philosophy by 
which to rule his life, and to construct 
a chain of habits intelligently, so that 
they should not sit too tightly upon 
him, and yet cautiously, so that he 
should neither be their slave nor too 
easily cast them aside. The exact 
proportion of physical and intellectual 
strength should be gauged, and the 
constitutional weakness, or, in other 
words, the disease toward which a 
tendency exists, should be ascertained. 
Preserve, if possible, the absolute 
necessity for exercise, and have your 
place of business two or three miles 
away, over which let nothing tempt 
you to an omnibus or carriaye save 
rain. The day on which a medical 
man gives up riding to see his country 
patients, or the use of his own legs to 
see his patients in town, and takes to 
a clos’ brougham, fixes the date when 
sedentary diseases are set up—wbile 
if, to utilize his leisure, he reads as he 


drives, his eyesight becomes seriously 


affected. From 35 to 45 a man should 


with fat, muscle, 


arrange with his food and avoid hypo- 
chondria. He cannot, it is true, 
change his diathesis, but he can 
manage it. The habitual character of 
food, no less than its quantity, begins 
to tell whether it charges the system 
sinew, fibre, or 
watery particles. From 45 to 55 the 
recuperative powers should be encou- 
raged and developed. 

There is nothing like work to keep 
an old horse sound. Sporting dogs 
shonld be thin, but obesity will set in. 
Anxiety ought to be staved off, hope 
encouraged, sordid cares avoided. If 
a grief exists it should not be brooded 
over, but talked ont witb a friend, 
gauged, estimated at its worst, and 
dismissed to absorb itself. If a man 
at this time is much occnpied out- 
doors, and lives wholesomely and 
temperately, he is pretty sure to be 
clear of sedentary disease. Rheuma- 
tism, coughs and inflammatory dis- 
ease, arisiny from exposure to wet or 
cold, a man of 45 will have to con- 
tend with, but his blood will be in a 
condition for the struggle. Moderate 
exposure to hardships of this kind 
never harmed man yet.—Pall Mall 
Gazette.

THE ORGANIC LAWS OF 


TERRITORIES. 


On the 20th of June, 1874, Congress 
passed a bill adopting the collection 
of The Revised Statutes of the United 
States” which is to be published in 
one volume, under the direction of the 
Secretary of State, is now in the hands 
of the printer, and will soon be dis- 
tributed to the public. That volume 
is now the law of the United States, 
and until it is published, it is well for 
the people to know that many most 
important liberal changes are made in 
these Revised Statutes for the Terri- 
tories. For example, section 1,844, 
page 406, provides that the Governor 
of a Territory shall commission all 
officers, who are appointed under the 
laws of the Territury, and may fill 
vacancies in such appointment, but in 
none other. 


By section 1,845, page 406, Revised 
Statutes of the United States, a Terri- 
torial Governor, if he disapprove of 
any law passed by the Legislative 
Assembly, may send the bill back to 
the house from which it came with his 
objections; then, if passed by a two- 
third vote, it goes to the other house, 
and when there passed by a two-third 
vote it becomes a law in spite of the 
executive veto. This liberal and re- 
publican amendment applies to all the 
Territories, and is far preferable to 
the absolute veto under the organic 
law. Other most important changes 
in the organic laws of the Territories 
are made by The Revised Statutes of 
the United States,” to which reference 
will hereafter be made.

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THE SURE WORD oF PROPHEOY. 

C 7 19th verse, : are the following 
words—‘‘ We have also a more sure word of prophecy ; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as‘unto a light thet shineth in a dark place, until the day 
dawn, and the day star arise in your hearts.” 

This, although written eighteen’ hundred years ago by the Apostle to the 
Saints then, is equally applicable to the Latter-day Saints. Many have been 
the testimonies that the Lord has bestowed upon his servants and Saints in 
this day, giving them assurance that they have received this more sure word 
of prophecy.” The history of the Church abounds with evidence most con- 
clusive that only men who had received this unimpeachable testimony, could — 
have passed through the severe ordeals which we as a people have been called 
upon to pass through, preserve their integrity and to remain unshaken in 
their faith, and in some cases lay down their lives for the cause of truth, = 

By this same ‘‘sure word of prophecy” the Saints and servants of God in 
every age have been able to rely upon the promise of God, and many, through 
their great faith, have obtained these same promises. We can see in the 
mighty deliverance that God has wrought out for his people, they have not 
trusted in vain. The Bible abounds with brief accounts of many of these 
national and individual cases, where the interposition of a merciful and over- 
ruling Providence has been plainly manifested in their behalf. With these 
facts before as, we can with all confidence rely — the promises which have 
been made to the Saints in these days. : 
The Prophet Daniel, (2nd chap. 44th verse, ) in alluding to this dispensation, 
, says most emphatically that the God of heaven shall set up a kingdom which 
shall never he destroyed nor left to another people, but shall stand forever. 
The promises of God are equally sure in the Book of Doctrine and Covenants — 
and Book of Mormon. A perusal ef these Books would. show to the Saints 
that the truth must eventually prevail, and the kingdom of God triumph over 
all its enemies. We might particularize and review. some of the more striking 
interpositions of Providence which have been manifested since this Church 
has been organized, but it must be evident to the faithful Latter-day Saints, . 
that our heavenly Father has faithfully guarded and upheld this Church since 
its organization with six ; momabers, to the ee. and position that it now 
holds on the earth. 7 

We having for ourselves an, abiding faith in the. promises which God has 
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made to this 3 have been led to reflect why it is that a become 
cold, careless, and indifferent iu this work. In our travels among the Saints, 
we meet with many such persons, we are sorry to say. We have met with 
some who do not thoroughly endorse the principle of Gathering. Some of 
them have been many years in the Church—they claim that their faith is un- 
shaken in the first principles of the Gospel, and in the divine mission of the 
Prophet Joseph Smith; but there they stop, they have not the spirit of 
Gathering ; others again say they can see no reason why they cannot receive 
their washings and anointings and endowments in this country, instead of 
having the trouble to gather to the bosom of the Church; while others say 
their nervous system is so weak, that even to be a few days from home weighs 
them down so oppressively, that even the thought of gathering is almost mar- 
tyrdom to them ; but these people do not think they are weak in the faith, 
they sustain the Work measurably, they defend its principles, many of them 
are comfortably situated With regard to this world’s good, yet the command- 
ment of the Lord is even to them, Gather out from Babylon.” We have 
met others (who are among the first converts of Presidents Young, Kimball, 
and Richards, and Elder Orson Hyde, and others of the Twelve Apostles,) 
- who have allowed their children to grow up to manhood and womanhood so 
carelessly, that they have no knowledge of the principles of the Gospel, or not 
sufficient to take any interest in the Work—who have become worldly- minded, 
and in some cases married to those not of our faith. The parents of such, now 
keenly feel their position, and say, If we were to gather, we should have to 
leave our children behind. We can sympathize with them, and wish they had 
been more alive to the responsibility which, as parents, is placed upon them, 
and trained up their children in the knowledge of the principles of the Gospel. 
But even this does not excuse the parents from gathering. The Savior says, 
„He that will not leave all for the sake of the Gospel is not worthy of him.” 
Others seem disposed to evade the law of Tithing, maintaining that it is not 
binding upon the Saints in this land. We answer, the law of God is binding 
in every land. Others plead poverty, and others lack faith in the promises. 
To those we would say, read Malachi iii, 8, and following verses, and prove 
the Lord if he will not fulfil his promise, for we do know that the Saints have 
been blessed by observing this law. Some maintain they can see no impro- 
priety in keeping beer houses ; others appear to have lost all hope of being 
delivered from Baylon; others give way to the intoxicating cup, who for years 
before had abstained, their families reaping the benefits of their abstinence, 
and of their example, but are now destroying the effects of their better lives 
ou their families. | 
Now, to all who are weak in the faith, no matter what may be the alleged 
cause, we would invite them te strive to recover their first love for the Gospel, 
and if it is necessary do their frst works over again, thus renewing their cove- 
nants. By this means those who have lost the true spirit of the Gospel may 
regain it. Those who have given way to despair and think the way of their 
deliverance is blocked up, will realize that God will surely hear the prayers of 
the faithful and grant the desires of the righteous ; those who have allowed 
their children to imbibe sectarian ideas will take courage, preach the Gospel to 
them, show them a good example and leave the result in the hands of the Lord. 
Those who think the ordinances can be-attended to in this country, will learn 
wisdom, the Lord has commanded his Saints to build Temples and cities 
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all to hold fast to the truth to the end, 
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to his name, in the land of Zion. Those who have given way to intemper- 
ance will refrain entirely from it ; ‘this evil is most insidious in its toils and 
requires a strong effort to become freed from its inflnences. We would encourage

Diear Brother,. Your welcome favor 
of the 25:h came to hand this morning.

The only fault that has 
been even attempted to be found with the Utah iron, so far, is, that it is a trifle 

too hard, which does not appear, however, to be any disadvantage in castings 
of a general character, like those produced to-day, and the company who manu- 
facture it are perfectly confident that they can make the iron of the required 
softness. The successful manufacture of iron in Utah is now demonstrated 
beyond the shadow of a doubt, and it but needs railroad connections between 
the works and this city to enable it to be in the van of the industries of the 
Territory. The Great Western Iron Mining and Manufacturing Company

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have ordered a hundred tons more of their iron to be delivered in this city ; 
five tons of it have already arrived at Provo, and will probably be here to-day 
er to-morrow.

There is an expression 
in your eyes that tells stories. Passions stain clear through. A man might 
as well expect to take nitrate of silver—whose nature is to turn him a lead 
color—and not have the doctor know it, as to expect that he can form evil 
habits and pursue mischievous courses and not have it known. It does not 
need a sheriff to search out and reveal the kind of life that you are living. 
Every law of God in nature is an officer after you. It does not require court, 
judge and jury to try and condemn you. All Nature is a court-room, and 
every principle thereof is a part of that court which tries and condemns you. 
Do not think that there can be such a monstrous misadjustment of affairs as 
that you can do the work of the devil and have the remuneration of an angel.
